FIELD’S  CORNER. 


First  Church  (Unitarian),  Meeting  House  Hill , Rev.  S.  J.  Barrows,  Pastor. 

This  Church  was  gathered  March  20th,  1630,  at  the  new  hospital  in  Plymouth,  Eng.,  as 
they  were  about  to  embark  for  New  England  ; their  ministers  were  Rev.  John  Maverick 
and  Rev.  John  Warham.  Mr.  Maverick  died  Feb.  3,  1636,  and  about  that  time  Mr. 
Warbam  removed  with  a large  part  of  the  Church  to  Windsor,  Conn. 

Richard  Mather  was  installed  August  23d,  1636.  Rev.  Jonathan  Burr  was  settled  as 
colleague  with  Mr.  Mather  in  February,  1640.  Mr.  Burr  died  Aug.  9. 1641.  Rev.  John 
Wilson,  Jr.,  was  ordained  as  colleague  with  Mr.  Mather  in  1649,  and  about  two  years 
after  was  settled  in  the  ministry  at  Medfield,  Mass.,  where  he  preached  about  40  years. 
Rev.  Richard  Mather  died  April  22, 1669.  He  was  succeeded  by  Rev.  Josiah  Flint,  who 
was  ordained  December  27,  1671.  He  died  September  16,  1680,  in  the  35th  year  of  his 
age.  Rev.  John  Danforth  succeeded  Mr.  Flint;  he  was  ordained  June  8,  1682;  he  died 
May  26,  1730.  Shor  ly  before  the  death  of  Mr.  Danforth,  Rev.  Jonathan  Bowman  was 
ordained  his  colleague.  The  ordination  took  place  Nov.  5,  1729.  He  remained  the 
minister  until  December  14,  1773.  Rev.  Moses  Everett  succeeded  Mr.  Bowman,  and  was 
ordained  September  28, 1774;  he  resigned,  in  consequence  of  ill  health,  January  14,  1793. 
He  was  followed  by  Rev.  Thaddeus  Mason  Harris,  who  was  ordained  October  23,  1793. 
He  resigned  his  office  October  23,  1836,  and  died  April  3,  1842.  Rev.  Nathaniel  Hall  was 
ordained  as  colleague  with  Dr.  Harris,  July  16,  1835  ; he  died  October  21,  1875,  and  his, 
successor  is  Rev.  Samuel  June  Barrows,  ordained  Nov.  2,  1876. 

Second  Church,  (Orthodox)  Cor.  Washington  and  Centre  Streets.  Organized 
1808.  Rev.  James  H.  Means,  D.  D.,  Pastor;  Ordained  1848.  Hon.  T.  W.  Bicknell, 
Superintendent  Sabbath  School.  No.  of  members,  362;  Number  in  Sabbath  School,  330. 
Sabbath  services  at  10.30  A.  M.  and  3 P.  M.  Prayer  Meetings  Sunday,  Monday  and 
Friday  evenings. 

Third  Religious  Society,  (Unitarian)  Richmond  Street , Lower  Mills. 

The  Thiid  Religious  Society  is  the  Third  Congregational  Church  in  Dorchester.  It 
withdrew  from  the  Second  Chnrch,  and  built  a house  for  worship,  which  was  dedicated 
October  6, 1813.  This  building  was  used  as  a meeting  house  till  1840,  when  the  present 
one  was  erected.  The  old  building  was  known  as  Richmond  Hall. 

Edward  Richmond,  D.  D.,  was  the  first  pastor  of  this  church.  He  was  installed  June 
25,  1817.  The  same  year  the  original  church  property,  consisting  of  pasture  lands,  bank 
shares,  aud  stocks,  though  legally  belonging  to  the  First  Church,  was  generously  shared 
by  them  with  the  Second  aud  Third  Churches,  the  latter  receiving  each  a fourth  part. 

I The  First  Church  was  founded  in  Plymouth,  England,  two  ministers  having  been  there 
j chosen  to  accompany  the  colony  and  take  charge  of  it  in  the  new  country.  The  settlers 
; arrived  in  1630,  ten  years  after  the  landing  of  the  Pilgrims  at  Plymouth.  The  first  ineet- 
! ing  house  was  built  1631. 

Dr.  Richmond  was  succeeded  by  Rev.  Francis  Cunningham,  Rev.  Richard  Pike,  Rev. 
Thomas  J.  Mumford,  and  Rev.  Henry  G.  Spaulding.  These  devoted  ministers  (with  the 
exception  of  Mr.  Spaulding)  have  passed  to  the  higher  service  of  Heaven,  leaving 
fragrant  memories  to  blossom  from  the  dust,  in  the  hearts  of  their  people. 

The  Third  Religious  Society  is  without  a minister,  Mr.  Spaulding  having  resigned  the 
j pastorate  in  April,  1877.

Although  this  is  decidedly  a Temperance  Order,  it  is  not,  as  many  suppose,  a reforma, 
tory  organization,  but  rather  to  retain  men  to  their  pledges  after  they  have  reformed 
It  not  only  includes  all  that  pertains  to  the  use  of  intoxicating  drinks  in  its  pledge,  but 
it  asserts  that  to  be  a member  an  initiate  must  be  a moral  man.  “He  alone  is  our 
brother  who  holds  these  three-fold  principles : Love  to  his  God,  his  Country,  and  his 
Fellow  man.* 9 

.This  Temple  started  April  28th,  1871,  under  very  promising  prospects,  with  19  charter 
members.  Among  them  were  some  of  the  most  prominent  business  men  of  our  Ward* 
It  was  continued  with  good  success  for  some  time,  but  on  account  of  dull  times  and  the 
organization  of  another  very  popular  Order  in  the  same  hall,  the  interest  seemed  to  die 
out,  and  for  two  years  very  little  progress  was  made ; but  an  effort  was  made  about 
May,  1876,  to  revive  and  reorganize,  which  succeeded  so  well  that  to-day  it  is  one  of  the 
most  prosperous  in  the  State.  Since  May,  1876,  it  has  gained  42  new  members.  It  now 
numbers  66  active  members,  with  an  average  attendance,  during  last  term,  (summer 
months)  of  30 1-3.  The  Temple  meets  on  Tuesday  evenings,  in  Hutchinson’s  Hall,  on 
Forest  Hill  Avenue.

The  Association  has  been  at  considerable  expense  in  making  a wharf  for  the  use  of  the 
yachtmen,  in  removing  a reef  of  rocks,  and  keeping  matters  generally  in  good  shape 
along  the  shore,  yet  to-day,  unlike  many  of  our  larger  corporations,  it  does  not  owe  a 
dollar  and  has  a balance  in  the  Merchants’  National  Bank.  All  members  are  charged 
an  entrance  fee  of  five  dollars,  and  are  liable  to  annual  assessments,  but  not  liable  to 
dividends.  The  membership  now  embraces  all  the  gentlemen  who  moor  their  yachts  on 
the  piavin  Hill  shore,  as  well  as  most  of  the  male  residents  of  the  Hill.

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ECLIPSES  FOR  1878. 


THE  FAMILY  OF  FOOLS  IS  ANCIENT.

HEEE  is  not  one  of  tlie  heavenly  bodies,  net 
even  the  moon,  about  which  astronomers  have 
learned  so  much  as  about  the  planet  Mars. 
And  yet  until  the  night  of  August  16,  1877,  it 
was  not  known  that  this  near  neighbor  of  ours 
in  the  solar  system  was  attended  by  even  one 
moon. 

There  is  no  other  planet  that  is  so  like  the 
earth  as  is  Mars.  It  is  known  that  there  is  an 
atmosphere  about  it.  The  surface  is  broken 
up  into  continents  and  oceans,  which  have  been  mapped 
out. 

Around  the  poles  there  are  snow  and  ice,  which  increase 
in  winter  and  diminish  in  summer.  The  day  of  Mars  is 
but  little  longer  than  that  of  the  earth.  It  has  been  de- 
termined to  the  tenth  of  a second,  and  is  believed  to  be 
24  hours,  37  minutes,  22  3-4  seconds. 

There  is  more  reason  to  believe  there  is  life  upon 
Mars  than  upon  any  other  of  the  planets.  We  are  almost 
sure  that  Yenus  could  not  support  life,  at  least  not  such 
as  we  know  anything  about,  though  there  was  a time 
when  it  might  have  done  so.  On  the  other  hand,  the  quter 
planets,  Jupiter,  Uranus  and  Neptune  are  supposed  to  be 
too  young  to  support  life  like  that  upon  the  earth.  They 
are  still  vast  masses  of  liquid  and  vapor. 

All  the  planets  are,  according  to  the  latest  theory,  going  slowly  through 
the  process  of  cooling,  and  there  will  come,  millions  upon  millions  of  years 
hence,  a time  when  all  will  bo  cold  and  dead,  unless  in  the  meantime  life  ob- 
tains the  power  of  existence  under  circumstances  which  now* make  it  impossi- 
ble. But  Mars  is  in  the  same,  or  nearly  the  same  stage  of  existence  as  the 
earth,  and  there  is  no  reason  why  life,  as  we  know  it,  should  not  be  found 
there. 

Mars’  satellites  are  queer  little  things.  They  are  now  believed  to  be 
nearly  of  the  same  size,  and  neither  of  them  is  more  than  100  miles  in  diame- 
ter. As  our  moon  is  2160  miles  in  diameter  it  will  be  seen  that  they  are  noth- 
ing to  be  compared  to  the  glorious  orb  of  night.  But  on  the  other  hand  they 
are  much  nearer  to  the  planet  than  our  moon  to  us. 

Prof.  Hall’s  rough  calculation  made  the  distance  of  the  outer  one  not  more 
than  16,000  miles,  and  of  the  inner,  probably  10,000.  But  a moon  100  miles  in 
diameter,  at  a distance  of  16,000  miles  from  us  would  appear  to  be  two-thirds 
as  large  as  our  moon  actually  does  appear  ; and  one  at  10,000  miles  would  ap- 
pear to  be  rather  larger  than  our  moon. — Youths’  Companion.

In  1692  seats  were  provided  in  the  meeting  house  for  171  men  and  180  women  and  they 
were  expected  to  be  in  their  seats;  to  them  add  children. 

Dorchester  was  a place  from  which  many  emigrated  in  the  early  settlement  of  the 
town ; many  came  there  to  remain  with  some  friend  until  they  made  up  their  minds 
where  to  locate. 

The  births  in  the  town  from  1657  to  1734  Inclusive,  78  years,  were  2416,  while  the 
deaths  during  the  same  period,  but  921,  which  shows  that  many  horn  in  Dorchester  died 
elsewhere.

Their  first  Pastor,  Rev.  John  Codman,  was  ordained  Dec.  7,  1808.  He  died  Dec.  23,  1847. 


Extraordinary  Seasons  of  Cold. 

Anno  Romae,  356.  The  winter  was  uncommonly  cold;  the  streets  in  Rome  were  ob- 
structed with  snow,  and  the  Tiber  was  covered  with  ice,  so  as  to  be  rendered  innaviga- 
ble.-Liv.  lib.  5. 13. 

Another  instance  is  mentioned,  in  a subsequent  period,  when  the  seow  lay  in  Rome 
forty  days. 

In  the  year  of  Christ,  153,  the  Thames  in  England  and  all  the  rivers  were  covered  with 
ice. 

A.  D.  173,  the  snow  in  England  coveted  the  earth  for  thirteen  weeks. 

A.  D.  400,  the  Euxine  was  covered  with  ice  for  twenty  days.  t 

A.  D.  859,  the  Adriatic  was  covered  with  ice. 

A.  D.  929,  the  Thames  was  frozen  for  thirteen  weeks. 

A.  D.  1263,  and  1269,  the  Thames  was  covered  with  ice,  so  that  horses  and  carriages 
passed  over  the  river  upon  it. 

A.  D.  1607.  8,  the  weather  was  so  severe  as  to  cover  the  Thames  with  ice,  and  boats 
were  built  on  it. 

It  appears  that  similar  winters  have  occurred  in  every  period  of  authentic  history; 
several  of  them  eveiy  century. 

The  first  winter  of  uncommon  severity  in  New  England,  after  the  pilgrims  arrived, 
was  in  1642,  when  the  harborof  B >ston  was  cover. d with  ice,  so  thatt^ams  passed  from 
one  isle  to  another.  Indeed,  th^  ice  extended  so  far  at  sea,  that  at  Boston  no  water 
was  to  be  seen.  — Winthrop  240,243 

A.  D.  1683,  the  winter  in  Europe  and  America  was  very  severe.  It  is  related  that,  I 
in  Europe,  trees  burst  open,  or  wire  split  by  the  intense  cold. 

A.  D.  1696,  7,  loaded  sleds  passed  on  the  ice  from  Boston  to  Nantasket. 

A.  D.  1708,  9,  in  New  England,  the  winter  was  nearly  of  the  same  severity.  So  in-  ! 
tense  was  the  cold  on  the  14th  of  December,  that  the  day  was  not  forgotten  during  the  i 
genera  ion  then  living.  Tress,  grain,  and  vines  were  killed. 

In  F.  bruury.  1717,  fell  the  greatest  quantity  of  snow  ever  known  to  fall  in  one  storm,  j 
The  depth  cannot  be  ascertained  with  exactness,  but  it  was  several  feet.  In  Boston,  ] 
people  went  out  of  their  chamber  windows,  in  the  morning  upon  rackets,  snow-shoes  j 
Farmers  had  no  way  to  get  wood,  but  by  walking  upon  rackets.  John  Win  hrop,  of 
New  London,  lost  eleven  hundred  sheep  on  Fisher’s  Island,  where  they  were  buried  in 
snow  six  een  feet  deep.  Two  of  the  sheep,  however,  survived,  being  taken  out  alive 
after  being  covered  twenty  eight  days  They  1L  ed  by  chewing  the  wool  of  tne  others; 
but  after  being  relieved  their  own  wool  came  off.  See  Winthrop’s  L-tter,  Historical 
Collection,  Vol.  IL  p.  12.  I do  not  find  it  mentioned  that  the  cold  of  that  winter  was 
of  unusual  severity. 

By  Mr.  Jefferson’s  observation51,  in  his  Notes,  it  appears  that  the  winter  of  1780  was 
the  most  severe as,  in  1740,  41.  York  River  was  not  frozen  over;  wheieas.  in  1780, 
the  Chesapeake  was  covered  with  solid  ice  from  its  head  to  the  mouth  of  the  Potoma*. 
At  Annapolis,  where  the  bay  is  more  than  five  miles  wi  ie,  the  ice  was  five  inches  thick. 

In  1788,  9,  the  Seine  in  France  was  covered  with  solid  ice  for  several  weeks. 

It  was  remarked  that  in  the  severe  winter  < f 1780,  almost  all  the  birds  of  the  forest 
perished.  Htre  and  there  only  a solitary  warbl<*r  was  heard  the  next  summer. 

Winters  of  the  utmost  severity  occur  but  three  or  four  times  in  a century.  Very  mild 
winters  are  equally  rare. 

It  is  mentioned  in  history  that,  in  one  instance,  two  or  three  hundred  years  ago,  there 
was  tea  ly  no  winter  in  Eur  pe;  and,  in  the  spring  following,  the  wheat  in  the  north  of 
Europe  was  harvested  in  May.  In  1755,  6.  troops  were  transported  by  water,  from  New 
York  to  Albany,  in  January  and  February.  In  1795,  ladies  walked  upon  the  battery 
on  Christmas  day,  without  shawls. 

In  February  1779,  1 saw  farmers  ploughing  their  fields  in  the  county  of  Hartford.

Dorchester  Anti-Slavery  Society. 

After  several  preliminary  meetings  for  that  purpose,  the  Dorchester  Anti-Slavery 
Society  was  organized  April  24,  1835,  in  the  old  Town  Hall.  The  following  named  per- 
sons were 'chosen  officers:  President,  Samuel  Mulliken,  M.  D. ; Vice  President,  Richard 
Clapp,  Esq. ; Corresponding  Secretary,  Rev.  David  Sanford ; Recording  Secretary 
Orin  P.  Bacon;  Treasurer,  Dea.  Joseph  Clapp;  Managers,  Dta.  Isaac  Howe,  Col.  J.  P. 
Clapp,  A.  W.  Withington,  Joseph  Clapp,  Jr.,  Orin  Hildreth,  John  A.  Tucker  and  Capt*  ; 
James  Pierce.  An  address  was  delivered  on  this  occasion  by  the  late  Rev.  Samuel  J.  j 
May.  The  object  of  the  society  as  set  forth  in  the  8th  and  9th  articles  of  the  Constitution  j 
was  as  follows:  The  object  of  this  society  shall  be  to  promote  the  emire  abolition  of 
slavery  in  the  United  States,  by  collecting  and  diffusing  information  concerning  its  true 
character,  by  endeavoring  to  convince  our  countrymen  by  arguments  addressed  to  their 
understanding  and  consciences,  that  slaveholding  is  a heinous  crime  in  the  sight  *f  God, 
and  that  the  duty,  safety,  and  best  interests  of  all  concerned,  require  its  immediate  and  j 
unconditional  abandonment. 

This  society  shall  aim  to  elevate  the  character  and  condition  of  the  people  of  color,  by 
encouraging  their  intellectual,  moral  and  religious  improvement,  and  by  correcting  the  : 
prejudice  of  public  opinion ; but  never  to  countenance  the  oppressed  in  vindicating  their  j 
rights  by  resorting  to  physical  force. 

In  1840,  Richard  Clapp,  Esq.,  was  chosen  president,  and  Mr.  Increase  S.  Smith,  in  1845 

Dr.  Mulliken  was  a physician  in  Dorchester,  much  beloved  and  respected;  he  depart-  j 
d this  life  in  1843. 

Richard  Clapp,  a will-known  and  respected  citizen,  died  in  December,  1861. 

Increase  S.  Smith  was  a highly  educated  man,  and  took  great  interest  in  the  public  j 
schools  of  Dorchester.  He  died  in  May,  1866. 

The  society  above  mentioned  did  much  to  spread  information  about  slavery,  by  public  1 
lectures,  and  an  anti-slavery  library,  the  books  of  which  were  deposited  in  different 
parts  of  the  town. 

Some  of  the  clergymen  in  Dorchester  gave  their  influence  and  assistance  to  the  cause 
n the  early  years  of  the  anti-slavery  movement.  Revs.  Sanford  and  Butler  of  the 
Village  Church,  Revs.  Sargent,  Knight  and  Spaulding  of  the  Methodist.  Rev.  Dr. 
Hall  of  the  First  Parish,  Unitarian,  who  from  time  to  time  for  nearly  thirty  years  spoke 
words  of  encouragement  to  the  friends  of  the  slave,  denounced  the  fugitive  act,  and  was 
a strong  advocate  of  freedom  of  speech. 

We  would  not  forget  the  faithful  manner  in  which  the  Rev.  Samuel  Johnson  spoke  on 
this  subject  from  time  to  time  during  the  period  that  he  supplied  the  pulpit  of  the  | 
Unitarian  Society  at  the  Harrison  Square  Meeting  nouse.  His  sermon  at  that  place  in 
favor  of  the  higher  law  as  against  the  fugitive  slave  act,  gave  great  satisfaction  to  tfie 
abolitionists,  so  much  so  that  the  entire  sermon  was  published  in  the  Liberator. 

While  the  abolitionists  regret  that  one  of  our  Dorchester  pulpits  was  used  in  defense 
of  the  fugitive  slave  law,  they  rejoice  that  but  one  was  used  for  that  purpose.

ANGE  PRESERVE. — Boil  the  oranges  in  water 
till  you  can  run  a straw  through  the  skin.  Clar- 
ify throe-quarters  pound  of  sugar  for  each  pound 
of  fruit.  Take  the  oranges  from  the  water  and 
pour  the  hot  syrup  on  them.  Let  them  stand 
one  night.  Next  day  boil  them  in  the  syrup  till 
it  is  thick  and  clear. 

Sweet  Pickle. 

Nine  pounds  peaches,  three  pounds  sugar, 
three  quarts  good  cider  vinegar.  Peel  the 
peaches,  then  put  them  with  the  sugar  and  yine- 
gar in  a porcelain-lined  kettle,  cook  for  fi  ye  or 
ten  minutes  ; put  two  cloyes  in  each  peach  ; add 
a little  whole  allspice. 

Pine-Appl©  Jam. 

Peel,  grate,  and  weigh  the  apple.  Put  pound 
to  pound  of  pine-apple  and  sugar.  Boil  it  in  a 
preserving-kettle  thirty  or  forty  minutes. 

Crab-Apple  Marmalade. 

Boil  the  apples  in  a kettle  until  soft,  with  just 
water  enough  to  cover  them.  Mash,  and  strain 
through  a coarse  sieve.  Take  a pound  of  apple 
to  a pound  of  sugar ; boil  half  an  hour,  and  put  into  jars. 

Preserved  Peaches. 

Take  ripe  freestone  peaches  ; pare,  stone,  and  quarter  them.  To  six 
pounds  of  the  cut  peaches  allow  three  pounds  of  the  best  brown  sugar. 
Strew  the  sugar  among  the  peaches,  and  set  them  away  in  a covered  vessel. 
Next  morning,  put  the  whole  into  a preserving-kettle,  and  boil  it  slowly  about 
an  hour  and  three-quarters,  or  two  hours,  skimming  it  well. 

Tomato  Catsup. 

One  gallon  of  tomatoes  (after  being  peeled,  boiled,  and  strained),  one 
pint  vinegar,  nine  tablespoons  salt,  three  tablespoons  of  black  pepper,  three 
tablespoons  of  mustard-seed  ground  fine,  one  teaspoon  of  Cayenne  pepper, 
one-half  teaspoon  of  cloves,  and  the  same  of  allspice. 

Pickled  Cauliflowers. 

Cook  the  cauliflower  until  tender;  put  in  jars;  then  pour  vinegar  and 
ground  mustard,  previously  scalded  together,  over  them.

(£}  first  pressing,  is  brushed  over  with  sulphuric  acid,  diluted  one-half 
with  water,  the  color  will  be  still  brighter.  Do  not  wax  or  varnish  the  leaves, 
as  it  gives  them  an  unnatural  gloss.  They  can  be  made  into  sprays  or  garlands 
by  means  of  the  fine  wire  which  florists  use,  twisted  around  their  stems.
